In reply to questions, Mr, Stone said 
that merchants ill this province, being 
far distant from the source of supply, 
had to carry large -stocks in cases to 
make a small turn over. The business 
done was not fairly estimated by their 
stocks, lie thought, therefore, the tax- 
payer should be mitigated in *>>!«> re- 
spect.

Headquarters of the Japanese Army 
at Port Arthur. Jan. 1), via Tientsin. — 
'When the Kwangtuug peninsula was be- 
sieged by the second Japanese army, the 
entire Russian force in the military dis- 
trict of Talien, which included Port Ar- 
thur and Dalny, was 35,000. The Rus- 
sian force at the battle of Nanshau was 
41,000, and 2,000 of these were lost. 
There have actually surrendered at Port 
'Arthur between 9,000 nnd 10,000 soldiers 
.and sailors, of whom many were unfit 
for duty. The sick and wounded num- 
ber 10,000. Fifty per cent, of the ofi> 
•cers of the garrison were killed, and only 
2S went through the siege unscathed. 
The fortress could have held out for 
•.some time longer but for the lire of the 
Japanese 11-iuch howitzers, which d6r 
strayed the food depots, workshops nnoN 
ammunition stores, and made the repair \ 
of the defensive works impossible. 

The last news received by the garri- 
son from <vpneral Kuropatkin was .n 
October, when he said he bad done his 
In.'St to break through the Japanese lines 
to succor Port Arthur, but that he had 
failed. 

A close examination of the main line 
of the defence of the west half of the 
eastern fortified ridges, from East 
ilvleekwan mountain to the destroyed 
Suogshu mountain fort, where the Japa- 
nese infantry assaults and bombard- 1 
nients were concentrated during the last I 
days of the -siege, demonstrated the effee- ! 
tiveuess of the 11-inch howitzers. The 
Chinese wall on the slopes, the battery 
positions on the crest of the ridge, and 
the captured guarding forts in the rear 
were literally torn to pieces. 

It is difficult to understand how the 
Infantry remained in the trenches be- 
hind the Chinese wall,] in which great 
breaches were made. The traverses and 
bomb-proofs of the battery positions on 
Ehoshyima, on Fast Ruhhing mountain j 
(north), and the new Baujusan audi 
Mantai hill positions in the rear of the 
Panning mountain forts presented an 
awful scene. Not a single gun escaped 
damage by the Japanese bombardments. 
In the crest of the hills great holes were 
torn and the gun emplacements were' 
converted into heaps of debris. Dozens 
of guns were smashed and hurled from 
their carriages down the observe slope 
by the shell lire. Between Wai hill and 
"II" fort a battery of 10-inch howitzers 
hail been emplaeed and every one of 
these guns was damaged, while some of 
therm were destroyed. One gun 
was evidently being loaded. A shell was 
in a carrier ready to lie put: into tho 
breach when a Japanese 500-pouud shell 
shattered the carrier and exploded. The 
entire gun crew was killed by the ex- 
plosion and the gun was torn from ils 
position, whilst all around were the 

mangled remains of the mi rs. The 

effect of this last bombardment was 
much greater than anyone on the Japa- 
nese side imagined at the time.

■CHINESE COAL AND IRON. 

Those who arc discussing the devel- 
opments on this coast arising out of 
the .production of coal and iron would 
do well to consider the possibilities 
Which there! are in view in China in a 
similar way. In Shansai and Honnn 
there are enormous deposits of coal, both 
anthracite ami bituminous, declared by 
experts to he equal to the 'best. Pennsyl- 
vania and South Wales varieties. With 
the approaching completion of the rail- 
way tp Taokou on the Wei River, To 
miles long, it will lie possible, says En- 
gineering to bring fuel to the coast, at a 
price that will make it impossible for 
foreign coal to compete with it. The 
present price for good European steam 
coal varies from .*J0s. to -JOs. per ton, 
whereas in China the coal can be pro- 
duced at the pit mouth at from Is. to 
lis. Bd. per ton, and the cost of carriage, 
•when the necessary lines are completed 
to Nanking, will be His., and very little 
more to Shanghai, which imports an- 
nually L,000,000 tons. Hitherto, the 
Lploitatiou of these extensive coal fields 
| has boen'hindered by lack of transporta- 
tion facilities. There is also a large 
trade opening in the interior which is 
described as capable of Indefinite ex- 
pansion. The known coal fields of China 
are estimated to cover 400,000 square 
miles, but few of them are worke. 1 
mnl only for local consumption as yet. 
The factor of cheap Chinese labor, it 
will lie seen from the cost of mining, 
will he an immense factor of develop- 
ment, and we have, therefore, to fear 
the competition of the "yellow man" in 
his own home even more than in our 
midst.

We exported $7S.- 
05o,nS3 less to the United States than 
we imported from that country. 

The next largest was with Great Bri- 
tain, Which was the considerable sum 
of $179,308,950, a decrease of over $10.- 
500,000 from the previous year, but the 
largest with Unit, exception. We ex- 
ported more to Great Britain than w< 
imported from her, despite our prefer 
euce of !13 per cent, to British goods. 

In round figures, our trade with Ger 
many was $10,000,000, much less than 
for two years formerly; with France 
$7,800,000, also til considerable decrease; 
wilh the West Indies nearly $8,000,000, 
a considerable increase; with South Am- 
erica over $5,600,000, also a good in- 
crease; with Belgium over $4,250,000, 
showing decrease for several years: 
with Newfoundland nearly $4,000,000, 
beiug an increase; with China and Ja- 
pan over $3,000,000, also showing a good 
increase; -with Holland just about $2,- 
000,000, an increase; and with Switzer- 
land about $1,100,000, largely an in- 
crease. With none of the oilier coun- 
tries did the figures reach the million 
mark,

Admiral Palliser 
Sought Cocos Gold 



Former Commander of Esqui 
malt Fleet at Head of FWz- 
wllllam Party. 



Third Attempt of Retired Naval 
Officer to Recover Elusive 
Millions. 



At the liack of Hie story of the Bjrht 
between rival bands of treasure-hunters 
on Cocos Island, of which news was 
given on Sunday, is a local story — n 
tale which concerns the search made for 
ithe treasures of Cocos Island by Rear 
Admiral .St. L. Bury Palliser with H. 
M. S. Dmpcriense and Ainpliion when 
ilio rear-admiral commanded the ICsqiii- 
inalt squadron. liear-Adnural Henry 
St. Le.ger Bury Palliser, it is now stated 
in AiiU'ricnu exchanges, whatever the 
source or value of their information may 
lie, was a member Of the expedition of 
Lord Fitzwilliani, which fought with the 
treasure-hunters under Harold W. S. 
Gray, •whom they found searching for 
the elusive millions of the treasure 
island. 

It is .further stated in these same 
journals that it was the rear-admiral of 
the Esquimalt Beet who interested the 
adventurous British lords in the project 
tw delve for the millions of Cocos Island. 
The tale goes back to an expedition 
despatched to the island in 'the South 
Pacific by a number of Victorians, seal- 
ens and others. They outfitted and 
despatched the sealing schooner Aurora, 
in charge of Captain Fred Hackett. 
with 0110 Mrs. Brenuan, said to be a 
trolatjvte of the captain of the Novu 
•Scotia bark Mary Den. which buried a 
large part of the stolen treasures on 
■Cows Islam!. The expedition was 
armed with plans, maps that would have 
■furnished illustrations for any romance 
of treasure islands, and spnd"s to dig 
with. They digged, hut in vain, and 
when the provisions we're getting low 
they came home. 

Oil hoard the Aurora when she landed 
at Spratt's wharf on an August day- 
was one Charles Hurtfortl, a watch- 
uiaiker of Connecticut, who had been 
found digging for the treasure on the 
island when the Aurora arrived. He 
bud with hilll an agreement in Spanish 
purport in- to be a concession from the 
Costa Uie.m government, which Claims 
C'ocxis Island. During his slay here 
Hartford IlltM Mr. Harris, by whom he 
warf introduced to Ilea r- Admiral Palliser, 
and when the ImpcTieuse and the cruiser 
Aniphion scl sail on the regular cruise 
to South American waters, both Messrs. 
Harris and Hartford were on board, the 
former being spoken of as "a correspond- 
on! of the Xcw York Herald" and Hart- 
ford as tin interpreter. 

liear- Admiral Palliser had become 
very iiiucli iilterested in the proposed 
search for the treasure, and the war- 
ships anchored oil' Cocos Island in due 
course. Landing parties were sent 
under Lieut. Lea, of the lm- 
e, and after three days' exeuvut- 
II spol designated by Hartford, 
win. claimed to have located the hiding 
iplai*' of the treasure, water pouring into 
the pits the searchers had made prevent- 
ed further work.

He needed the 
1 money, and without a word to his gov- 
j eminent beaded his flagship, the hii- 
perieuse, for the island. Ho landed three 
hundred bluejackets, and after satisfy- 
ing himself that there was something 
in the story of hidden gold, and that he 
held the key to its hiding place, he with- 
drew his men and sailed back to Esqui- 
mau, 

Meanwhile the Costa Tlieui govern- 
ment .protested to the British government 
against Palliser' s action in landing an 
nrmcd force without permission on 
Costa Bican territory. Palliser was re- 
called and retired from the service. He 
had lost bis job. but still held the key 
to the treasure's hiding place, or thought 
he did.

Steamer Kootetiay Is Sold to a 
Nanaimo Man — Kanagawa 
Maru Sails. 



The trend of tide and current in the 
North Pacific ocean has made Vancou- 
ver Island a veritable graveyard of 
ships; many a disaster has occurred on 
the trbeky shores of' the island and not 
all have been 'known to the world. Dur- 
ing the winter months wreckage has of- 
ten been found, indicative that some ship 
has met with disaster, but the .mystery of 
her fate is never solved. This seems to 
'have again been the ease, for with the 
last mail received from the Island coast 
comes a letter from Nootka, which says: 

"On the beach about a mile west of 
Friendly cove there lies a black painted 
bowsprit with considerable carving, fin- 
ished with gold-leaf, but nothing else in 
the way of marks by which she could 
be identified. 

"The bowsprit in question is in a good 
state of preservation, and does not show 
any signs of being in the water long. 

"Farther along the beach there is a 
broken mast with part of t lie rigging at- 
tached, and considerable other wreckage. 

"Perhaps this may throw sonic light 
"ii the name of the vessel that has met 
mishap." 

Some few weeks ago Light keeper 
1 >aykin of Cnmiitnnh told of the finding 
of a large amount of drift lumber and 
other wreckage, including a number of 

oaken casks (he beach near Clo'oose 

and lo the north of Ca rmana h point 
light. About the same time news was 
received from Ucjulet of the finding of 
the body of an unknown man, badly de- 
composed, in the sea at Berkley sound. 

Whether these funis have any bearing 
on the find made further north is un- 
known. Wreckage often drifts for a 
considerable distance on to the Island 
coast; for instance, oars of the steamer 
Walla Wnjla, lost on' Cape Blanco, on 
the Oalifornlnn coast, were found on the 
Vancouver Island const.

STILL SEARCHING, 

Steamer Maude is Seeking Yet for Min- 
nesota's Anchor and Chain. 

The steamer .Maude, of the B, C. Sal- 
vage Association, is still searching in 
Koval Roads for the anchor and chain 
which the big liner Minnesota lost in 
the Royal Bonds on the occasion of the 
arrival of the liner from New London. 
The place where the anchor was lost 
■was not clearly shown to the would-ho 
salvers, the buoys having been put down 
a mile apart nnd in the deep wnter 
which is found there the Maude's crew 
has been dragging for some days.
